Many of 
tka objectionable features of thCM oan 
ba removed ta times of ptaea. 

Secretary Algtr bss framed a pro- 
ject for the amalgamation of the hos- 
pitals in such manner as to r>H;iin tho 
most desirable features of both HU 
plan is to have the division hospital ar- 
rangad In MOtlona of tenti, lying in 
wlBti branching off from a oentrai 
aisle. 

Then the section aret o be allotted 
to the different regiments in the divis- 
ion, each in care of one of the rtglmen- 
tal doctors, yet receiving tbe attention 
of the high class talent and female 
nursing which is possible only In the 
big division hospitals.

I spondents and artists who send it actual 
! facts both in line and illustration. Here 
is what it has to say about the sutlering 
of tbe American troops who enlisted 
under the country's flag to war with 
Spain : 

"Tbe country has had its war and its 

victory, and is now horrified at tbe con- 
sequences of army incompetency and 
mismanagement. We have our glory 
and are finding out the terrible coat of it. 
The other day the remnant of the Seven- 
ty-first regiment which was spared by 
war and diseaae came home to recover or 
to die. The men who rode could not 
have walked from tbe Battery to their 
armory without disastrous consequences. 
The regiment went to war 1,043 strong. 
It lost 14 killed m battle and 64 wounded 
and 3.'>1 were in line or in the cars. The 
rest were dead or on furlough, or in hos 
pital in Cuba and at Camp Wikoff, and 
those who returned, most of them gaunt 
and yellow images of tbe men they bad 
been, some of them so weak' that they 
wept because of the kindness of their re- 
ception, while others stared at the cheer- 
ing erowda with the wild strange look of 
men to whom the things of earth are of 
little moment. 

"A terrible episode has oocurried in 
the history of the country— an episode so 
criminal that the glory of war and victory 
has been dimmed by the wrath caused 
by the wrongs and sufieringa of the sol- 
diers who have fought the war and 
achieved the ;;lory. We are seeing the 
other side of war, and it is even more 
terrible than it ought to be. 

"TInrty-three years .igo we saw the 
soldiers coming home,after a war that 
liad endured for four years. Many of 
them ha<l lived incamjis and frughtover 
fields from which the skeletons of to-day 
are carried to the hospital. We saw the 
veterans of that great conflict march 
home. Their ranks were thin. Some 
companies brought back a file or two led 
by a non-commlssloned otficer. 8ome 
men rode in carriages; but they were 
w ounded men, not sick with fevers. The 
men who marched moved with tbe vigor- 
ous stride of health. In that day we did 
not see such ghastly teiiiiiid.'rs of the 
war as we are seeing now iu camp and on 
the return of tbe men who anlisted for 
the war, unless we saw the victims of 
southern prisons. Then we aaw men 
starved because their Oovemment could 
not reach them ; now we see men etarve<l 
because their Government, it would seem, 
has not the capacity to take care of them, 
and even aeama indid'erant to their sofiler- 
ing. 

"The eufi'erings of our soldiers must 
not be forgotten. If tbe people of tbe 
country permit this scandal to find a 
grave before some one is punished, they 
will thereby make themselves accom- 
plices hi the crime. What has hap- 
pened ? An army of 250,000 has been 
raised. A successful campaign has been 
fought in Cuba with one oorpa. A tri- 
umjthal progress has been made in Porto 
Rico by Gen. Miles. Manila has been 
captured by Admiral Dewey with tba aid 
uf troops under Gen. Merrltt 

"The losses upon tbe field of battle 
were almost nothing. The ravages of 
disease and the hardsliipa of the men by 
reason of neglect, of lack of food ao great 
that men have died of starvation, of want 
of proper clothing, of sufficient tontage, 
are hideous ; and the evil ia still existing; 
in some iiuarters it is even spreading. 
Moreover, it is not confined to the troops 
who fought in Cuba. The men who 
were encamped in Florida and at Chicka- 
mauga are the victims of starvation and 
of <li.~i a;if-!)iL'eding conditions that were 
entirely preventable. If we should say 
that the Government is returning to the 
people an army rotting with disease, we 
should not greatly esaggerato. And this 
Is absolutely true, that nothing that we 
have gained is worth the sacrifice which 
our men have suffered for it, for nothing 
which we have gained would have been 
lost if we had waited to take it until the 
army in all its branches was prepared for 
the adventure."

FnANKron, Kr., Sept 28.— During the 

last State campaign the Republican 
newspapers and orators made much ado 
over what they claimed waa an attempt 

>>y State Auditor Norman to misrepresent 
the total amount of the State's bonded 
indebtedness and make it appear much 
smaller than it really was. Maj. Norman 
in his report, showing the State's bonded 
indebtedness June 30, 1894, says the out- 
standing redeemable State bonds only 
amotmted to $674,000. He then states 
the amount of bonds held by the Board 
of Education, known as "school bonds," 
to be $2,312,306.86, but made the follow- 
ing statement in exitlauation in a sepa- 
rate note, on page 4:.', of his report : 

"The .State and county sr liool bouds, above rc- 
etted, arc not, (strictly speaking, a debt of the 
State. They are uurodeemable : the fund Is in- 
violate, and the 0 per cent, teml-anuual Interest 
drawn by th«M honda i« provided for out of tbe 
5 cents o( revenue placed to the credit of the 

inking fund annually." 

After tbe Republicans had made the 
open assertion that the State debt under 
Democratic administration was really 
about $3,000,000 instead of the S674,000, 
as claimed by Auditor Norman, now 
comes .\uditor Stone, the Republican 
Auditor, and in his report showing the 
State's bonded indebtedness Jane 30, 
ISliT, recite.", on page 148 of the pub- 
lished report, that the school bonds 
amount to $2,812,696.86, and then adds 
the following note, which is word for 
word the same as Auditor Norman's : 

"The State and county t"iu>i<. nrjov.; recited, 
are not, strlrtly sp^Hltliig, a debt of the .«tate. 
They are unre'liciauMe ; the fund is inviolate 
and the *> percent. Kemi-annual iutere.si drawn 
bf these bond* is provided for out of the '■> cents 
of revenue placed to the cndit of tbe slaliiDg 
fund annually." 

If the Republican claim in 1894 that 
the Democrats were trying to cover up 
the true amount of the State's indebted- 
ness be true, then what are the Republi- 
cans doing in 1898 ?
